Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 4, 5, 7, 9, 11 -1 7, 1 9-25, 28-31 , 33-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 

claims 1, 13, 14, 24, 25 and 31, when considered as a whole, are allowable over the 
prior art of record. Specifically, prior art of record fail to clearly teach or fairly suggest 
the combination of following limitations: 

• Minimizing the application upon receiving a minimize command to a rich 

minimized application (RMA), said minimizing including hiding the taskbar 
application button associated with the application, said RMA comprising a restore 
option allowing the user to restore the application;

• Revealing a tile in the sidebar to represent the RMA; 

The dependent claims further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of 
the corresponding independent claims; thus are also allowable.
